; AMERICA, ; 

Out of 49 ships loading at the Chingho 
‘Islands; only six did: uot suffer damage. 
Paracas has been ‘swallowed by: the sea. 
The numbor of ‘victims is-as yet unknown, 
Tho Punania Star says -—“ Counting only 
what is known up to thé -pressnt, ‘the ‘evil 
extends over more'than 200 leagues: More 
than 800,000 persons have remained with 
out shelter and without food, in consequence 
of the horrible catastrophe.” It is roported 
that in Tambo Valley, just beyond the new 
port-of Hejra, near Islay, a small town was 
swept away, and ont of 600 inhubitants ouly 
20 escaped, . Captain Fox, of the wrecked 
Liverpool baryue Chanareillo, and who ye- 
turns in the Tasmanian, has forwarded a 
graphic account of tho catastrophe at Arica 
to the West India papers.
